DEAD IN HIM BED AT FARM 

Eugene Peppetto, an Italian ranch¬ 
er, 32 years of age, was found dead 
in bed at Jersey Farm No. 1 at an 
early hour Monday morning. The 
lodgment of a clot of blood in the 1 
blood vessels of the heart was the 
cause of his death, according to the 
testimony of Dr. F. H. Smith of San 
Bruno at the coroner’s inquest held 
Tuesday morning at the Nieri under¬ 
taking parlors, and the coroner's jury 
brought in a verdict accordingly. The 
man was unmarried. 

Reppetto was one of the proprie¬ 
tors of the farm. His partner, S. 
Molena, testified at the Inquest that 
several of them, Reppetto one of the 
number, had been having a social 
time at the ranch Sunday evening and 
that Reppetto had drunk some wine, 
as they all had, but that he had not 
drunk to excess. He retired at 9:30. 
He was found dead in his bed early 
Monday morning and Dr. Smith 
called. Dr. Smith stated the man lay 
in bed in a position of repose and 
that evidently he had sunk to sleep, 
the blood clot had lodged in his heart, 
and he had died almost Instantly. 

The funeral took place this (Thurs¬ 
day) morning, with services at All 
Souls’ Church and burial at the Ital¬ 
ian Cemetery.

UNIQUE EXHIBIT AT 

INDUSTRIES EXPOSITION 

Unique, attractive and timely is the 
; exhibit of the Pacific Gas and Electric j 
| Company at the California Industries 
I Exposition, held in the Civic Audi-;

The central feature is a model of j 
the company’s Pit river power house j 
No. 1, which was placed in operation 
last month. The model, constructed 
to scale and complete to the most 
minute detail, shows the tree-covered 
hillside of the Pit river canyon, the 
steel pipe lines, the power house and 
the outgoing transmission lines with 
their tiny copper cables, carried on 
diminutive steel towers. Real water 
courses through the power house, 
from which it surges forth in a re¬ 
alistic manner Into a replica of the 
Pit river. The model was built by the 
company’s construction forces, the 
men who actually built the real plant. 
It required several months to com¬ 
plete. 

The realistic effect is heightened by 
sparks of blue flame discharged from 
the cables of the transmission line, 
which are charged with high-fre¬ 
quency current by a small generator 
within the power house. This trans¬ 
mission line is conducted across the 
passageway to a model electric j 
kitchen, which Is ostensibly "fed” by 
the power of the model plant. The 
model kitchen, which is full-sized, not 
a miniature, contains every type of 
the latest and most approved labor- 
saving electrical appliances, includ¬ 
ing electric range, water heater, dish¬ 
washer, heaters and smaller appli¬ 
ances. 

In addition to the electric display 
the company also has a gas booth,! 
demonstrating modern gas heating 
methods.

The Central Pacific Railway lines are to be separated from 
the stock ownership and operating control of the South¬ 
ern Pacific Company of Kentucky, in accordance with 
the mandate of the United States Supreme Court of 
May 29, 1 922. The Court’s decision now goes to the 
United States District Court of Utah, where the details 
of the separation of the two properties will be formu¬ 
lated.

It confidently relies upon the justness and fair- 
mindedr.ess of the citizens of this State. It asks for nothing more. 

In the view of those sincerely interested in the upbuilding of Califor¬ 
nia the Supreme Court's decision is a great public victory. Trans¬ 
portation facilities will be increased. There can be no deterioration 
of those facilities. The Supreme Court has safeguarded the public 
interest by providing that THERE WILL BE NO DISRUPTION 
OF EXISTING TRAFFIC ROUTES AND SERVICE. 

The basis for rates into and out of California will remain unchanged. 
On business between the Southern Pacific and the Central Pacific 
in California, the one-line basis for computing rates should be con¬ 
tinued.

The mun oper¬ 
ating the piano must have a trained 
ear for music, seeing that it is his 
business to listen for the slightest dis¬ 
cords. If the metal rings harmonious¬ 
ly with the piano note all la well; the 
least flaw will result In u discord. De¬ 
fects that are hardly to he noticed by 
the ordinary method of hammering are 
at once evident when the piano test is 
employed. A locgpotive that ring.-, 
true all over, each note which it 
yields synchronizing properly with the 
same note us given by the piano, is 
certainly fit to take Its place In s*r- 
vlce on flie railway.—Scientific Amer¬ 
ican. 


York county, Pennsylvania, has the 
honor of possessing the largest stretch 
of roud lined with memorial trees In 
memory of the fallen heroes in the 
great war In the country. The trees, 
numbering several thousand, have 
been in course of planting for two 
venrs under the auspices of the York 
Woman's club.

Work Done Is in Marked Contraat to 
the Old Days of Pick-and-Shovel 
Brigade. 


The new method of digging a ditch 
alongside a railroad truek is to hitch 
a kind of scoop to the front of u loco¬ 
motive. By this means twenty miles 
of diteh can be plowed In one day at 
a cost of about $6.25 per mile. 

The ditch can be thus ilug three feet 
deep and fourteen feet from the cen¬ 
ter line of the track, the amount of 
dirt removed being eighteen cubic feet 
per lineal foot of ditch. The operation 
of the digging machine Is controlled 
from tiie deck of the locomotive by air 
valves. 

Contrasted with the old plek-and- 
shovel method, the locomotive ditch 
digger Iihh achieved what, years ago, 
was regarded as a physical impossi¬ 
bility so far as speed Is concerned.— 
Milwaukee Sentinel.

Some Water Power. 

Thirty-one per cent of all water 
power In this country is on sites with¬ 
in the national forests, while all that 
on sites outside the national forests 
Is dependent upon water arising in 
them, says the American Forestry as¬ 
sociation, which Is fighting to keep the 
control of these forests out of the 
hands of the Interior department. The 
western mountains contain 72 per cent 
of our total potential water power 
and of this, -42 tier cent Is in the west¬ 
ern forests. This power Is being rapid¬ 
ly developed. The United States for¬ 
est service has In force 174 power 
transmission lines and 107 power proj¬ 
ects, with minimum discharge capac¬ 
ity of 800,000 horse power.
